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Introduction: Twenty-five Years 
of CURATOR

With this issue, curator completes 25 years of publishing, 25 
volumes, 100 numbers — a milestone in the record of any 
journal. Numbers alone, of course, do not reliably measure the 
significance of a publication. Purpose and success in realizing it 
are far more important. By these standards as well, we believe, 
cuRATOR has cause to celebrate. 

Our journal was founded in 1958 by Dr. Albert Eide Parr, 
one of my predecessors as Director of the American Museum of 
Natural History, to fill what he sensed to be a growing need for 
expression by museum professionals on all aspects of museum 
work. CURATOR was intended to serve publishing needs falling 
outside the scope of scientific and popular publications, and to 
be a professional journal worthy of the skills and standards of 
modern museology. The need for such a publication was evi- 
dent among the staff at the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, but it was the hope and the intention of the Editors from 
the beginning that the pages of curator would be used by the 
museum community broadly. Twenty-five completed volumes 
a substantial archive of opinion, comment, reflection, expe- 
rience, innovation, experiment, criticism and suggestion in 
museum work — now stand as a monument that Dr. Parr was 
right. 

There have been many changes in curator over the years, but 
some things have been surprisingly constant. The cover design, 
except for minor variations in graphics, is virtually unchanged. 
From the beginning, the journal was acclaimed for its simple, 
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clean design, style and graphics, recognizable as readily today as 
it was 25 years ago. These are a credit to the foresight of its 

designer and first layout artist, Gordon R. Reekie, who created 

a publication that has remained modern for a quarter century. 

Trim size has varied no more than one-quarter inch up or down 

to exploit economics in printing cost, and bound volumes can 

still be trimmed to a common size. Even the price is remarkably 
stable; subscriptions were $5.00 in 1958. 

There have been only three editors of curator. Dr. Edwin H. 
Colbert, Curator and Chairman in the Department of Verteb- 
rate Paleontology, was founding Editor and served until 1963. 
Ned retired in 1970, but he continues his scientific career as 
curator emeritus from his residence in Arizona. He was suc- 
ceeded as Editor by Dr. Harry Shapiro, Curator and Chairman 
in the Department of Anthropology, who continued until his 
retirement in 1970. Harry is also a productive emeritus in his 
department. I have served as Editor since. 

Most of the authors (two-thirds) and the papers (more than 
three-fourths) in Volume I were from the American Museum of 
Natural History (I didn’t make the first volume, but I did get 
into Volume II). In later years, authors and papers from the 
museum community as a whole have dominated. Papers were 
refereed during the early years by a Board of Editors drawn 
entirely from the American Museum staff. Recognizing the 
wide representation of authors and papers in curator today, 
however, the Board of Editors now includes a number of mem- 
bers who represent museum experience of a great many diffe- 
rent museums. CuraTOR today is by no means a “house” publica- 
tion of the American Museum of Natural History. It is a national 
journal serving the museum profession broadly. This is clearly 
reflected in the source and diversity of its authors and papers, in 
its circulation, in its policies, and in its Editorial Board. 

From Volume I on, an index to authors and a cumulative list 
of articles were published annually. By volume 15, curator had 
become one of the most frequently cited journals in museum 
and museum-related literature, and had grown into a major 
resource for the profession it served. To strengthen its value as a 
reference source, a cumulative index by author, title, and sub- 
ject, was published for the first fifteen volumes. An index to the 
first twenty volumes, improved and more detailed, was pub- 
lished in Volume 20, Number 4. Mary Genett, Assistant Libra- 
rian, and Managing Editor Doug Preston have continued this 
practice by preparing and publishing in this number a cumula- 
tive index to the twenty-five volumes completed with this issue. 
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Founding Editor Ned Colbert expressed the rationale for 
creating CurRATOR in an editorial statement published in Volume 
I, Number 1. His words are worth repeating again, for they 
have guided the journal throughout its 25 years, and they are as 
meaningful today as they were when they were first stated: 


“Museum men and women have things to say and contributions to make to 
the common fund of museology in all its phases. These by-products of 
dedication to museum techniques deserve the dignity and the value of a 
publication that will make them available to colleagues now too scattered and 
too numerous for informal or easy communication.”
